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CANNED  FRUIT  PRICES  IN  THE  NETHERLANDS, 
WEST  GERMANY,  ^ND  THE  UNITED  KINGDOM 


Industry  reports  indicate  that  West  German  consumers 
of  canned  fruit  continue  to  be  extremely  price  conscious. 
The  German  trade  remains  relatively  slow.  U.S.  exports  to 
West  Germany  in  April  1975  totaled  9,000  cases  (45  lb. 
basis)  of  peaches,  50  cases  of  apricots,  2,950  cases  of  fruit 
cocktail,  and  16,900  cases  of  pineapple.  Deciduous  fruit 
figures  were  all  below  the  10,650  cases  of  peaches,  450  cases 
of  apricots,  and  22,550  cases  of  fruit  cocktail  exported  to 
West  Germany  in  April  1974.  Pineapple,  however,  was 
above  the  April  1974  level  of  7.700  cases. 

Reports  indicate  the  U.K.  market  for  canned  fruit  is 
showing  signs  of  improvement  as  recent  promotional 
efforts  have  encouraged  movement  of  importers’  stocks. 


U.S.  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  in  April,  however, 
were  below  those  in  March  for  all  items  except  pears,  and 
below  April  1974  exports  for  all  except  peaches.  They 
totatled  4,050  cases  of  peaches,  1,500  cases  of  fruit  cock- 
tail, 950  cases  of  pears,  and  900  cases  of  pineapple.  No 
apricots  were  exported  to  the  United  Kingdom  in  April 
1975. 

U.S.  canned  fruit  exports  to  the  Netherlands  in  April 
1975  were  larger  than  last  April  for  peaches  and  pears,  but 
smaller  for  apricots,  fruit  cocktail,  and  pineapple.  April 
1975  exports  to  the  Netherlands  were  19,250  cases  of 
peaches,  1 50  cases  of  apricots,  2,400  cases  of  fruit  cocktail. 
350  cases  of  pears,  and  2,850  cases  of  pineapple.
